After the now traditional pre- 
season speculation and 
drama, NSL season 2001-02 
looked as though it might kick 
off with the same teams that 
finished the previous season, 
for just the second time since 
the Glory joined the 
competition. 


We'd already seen Brisbane Strikers and Canberra 
Cosmos re-instated after being axed at the end of the last 
campaign. However, less than three weeks before the 
start of the new season, it turned out the Cosmos couldn't 
produce the goods, despite denying they were in dire 
financial trouble and announcing they would become 
the next Perth Glory just days prior to their demise. 


Unfortunately, there’s nothing anyone can do about it 
now, $0 let's look ahead at the campaign that does lie 
ahead — but more specifically, Perth Glory and their 
chances this season? 


Well, if it were judged by sheer weight of support 
alone, Perth would be a shoe-in for the title every year. 
Despite a disappointing early finals exit last time 
around, there’s no doubt which club led the way again 
off the pitch, but fans are desperate to see that support 
transformed into glory on the field. 


On paper, the Glory certainly look one of the teams to 
beat. Again they lost several players in the off-season 
but with all due respect, Vinko Buljubasic and John 
Carbone aren't big losses, having started just nine 
games between them in the past two years, while Kasey 
Wehrman’s mind was more often in Europe than at 
Perth Oval, although he did play his best soccer in a 
Glory shirt last season. An in-form Rob Trajkovski was 
capable of making an impact as an attacking wing- 
back, but in Matt Horsley, the club have picked up a 
more versatile player who can be every bit as 
damaging going forward as Trajkovski at his very best. 
However, Horsley also has a very good defensive side 
to his game and he'll run and scrap for 90 minutes. And 
he’s a winner — he knows what it takes to win the 
championship, having been there and done that twice 
as skipper of Wollongong Wolves. 


But perhaps the Glory’s biggest trump card in a squad 
that's basically the same as last season, could be new 
coach Mich d’Avray. 


The former assistant may come across as quiet and 
unassuming, preferring to avoid the spotlight his 
predecessor revelled in, but behind that is a man of 
steely determination with a will and {hopefully} a means 
of continuing the Glory’s reputation as an entertaining 
free-flowing soccer team, but one that can also fight and 
do the hard things needed to make it to the very fop. 


He has the advantage of having been at the club for 
three seasons, he knows the players, their strengths, 
their weaknesses, their idiosyncrasies and what makes 
them tick. He’s very focussed and knows exactly what 
he wants from his team and more importantly, he 
makes sure the players know exactly what he wants 
from them but perhaps most vitally, he has their respect. 


Sometimes a new coach, some fresh ideas and different 
training drills can be just what’s needed to re-ignite the 
spark and get the best from a highly talented group of 
players. 


D’Avray has already made it clear he won't stand for 
any nonsense or anything that might disrupt harmony. 
Also expect to see more tactical flexibility and less 
predictability on the pitch. 


The signs look good and a fourth successive finals 
appearance should be a certainty. They do have a 
tough start, however if they can get a few points on the 
board early and have a bit of luck with injuries, there’s 
no reason they can’t go all the way and Horsley might 
just find himself with a winners’ medal around his neck 
at Subiaco Oval again — this time in the right colours.

in 1979. The Stallions’ real golden ere started in the late 1980s with the club making three grand final 
appearances in a row ketween 1988 and 1990. Victories were achieved in 1988 (over Sydney United) and 1989 
(over Sydney Olympic}. Marconi’s record-equalling fourth championship was secured in 1993 with a grand final 
win over Adelaide City. 


One of only three teams to have compejed in every season of the national league, Marconi holds the record for 
the most goals in the national league {1,132 currently) and jointly for the number of premierships won (four), along

What does the Award of Distinction honour 
mean to you Robbie? 


It came out of the blue since | had been out of the 
national scene for 10 years. It certainly is nice to get 
such an award and a great honour. 


Who originally introduced you to the world 
game? 


| was born in Paisley, Scotland and left for Australia 
when | was eight, so it was already in my blood. 
I grew up in Rockingham but in those days | had to ride 
a bike to Kwinana to play. 


You played 38 times for your country at senior 
level. Are there any particular memories that 
stand out for you? 


| have many memories. | played in the NSL for seven 
years and five of those were also with the Socceroos. 
A special memory for me is when we beat Yugoslavia 
in the 1988 Olympics in South Korea - when it was an 
open age competition. They were tipped to win the 
gold or silver medal but Frank Farina scored the only 
goal of the game. Even Charlie Yankos missed a 
penalty. Another was the 1988 Bicentennial 
Tournament win against Argentina, when they had 10 
of their World Cup squad playing. That was just 
phenomenal.

1 guess, in terms of disappointments, if would 
have been nice to cap off your career with a World 
Cup finals appearance. 


The 1986 World Cup campaign meant we had to play 
the second team in a particular European group and that 
just happened to be Scofland then. We lost 
2-0 at Hampden against a side that fielded the likes of 
Kenny Daglish. We should have beaten them in 
Melbourne but we could only manage a 0-0 draw. 


Frank Farina has already expressed his opinion 
about FIFA’s selection criteria that Australia has to 
endure. What are your thoughts on if? 


Soccer is politically driven and with FIFA it's even more 
so. | think if the USA can qualify, so should we. If we 
played the USA 10 times in a row, we would beat them 
nine out of the 10. Its a shame Oceania isn’t given a bit 
more respect because our top Socceroos team would see 
clubs from all over the world clambering to sign any of 
those players. 


How vital is it for Australia to make the World Cup 
finals this time around? 


It's critical, but | think it’s a joke that we have to play a 
team from a different federation. li’s this political thing 
again. Who would FIFA want in the World Cup finals, 
Brazil or Australia? In the 1985 qualifying campaign, we 
flew to Israel, returned to play them at home, then a few 
days later we had to fly to Hampden to play Scotland 
and return home again! Let’s be fair dinkum about it. 


Do you think there are too many Australians 
playing overseas? 


We are always going to be a feeder ground for the big 
clubs. Personally, | think the NSL will eventually become 
a youth competition because if you look at the average 
age of the kids these days and compare them to the 
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players in my day ... | was 20-years-old when | got into 
the NSL. It's unfortunate that the great Australian players 
of the future will not play here until they return and are 
in their 30s. 


What has Perth Glory done to the NSL in your 
eyes? 

It has made them sit up and take notice. Nick Tana and 
Paul Afkos have done very well. Perth Glory to me is the 
benchmark of Australian domestic soccer and | think they 
are only going to get bigger. Now with the FIFA Club 
World Championships, businessmen like the Tana’s will 
be determined to participate.

Horsley has experienced some personal lows and a 
particular high previously in Perth. 


The high was coming from a three-goal half-time deficit 
to draw 3-3 and then win a penalty shootout at 
Subiaco Oval in 2000 for the Wolves’ first grand final 
victory. 


Horsley also captained the Wollongong side to a 
successful title defence last season when the pride of 
the steel town outclassed South Melbourne to win 2-1 
with second-half goals from Saso Petrovski and Stuart 
Young, who finished off a cross from man-ofthe-match 
Horsley.

IT’S A HARD LIFE FOR SOME 

England hero David Beckham is earning peanuts and ought 
to be raking in something like £40million ($A120million} 
a year, according to the world’s leading sports agent Mark 
McCormack. The IMG boss feels that the England skipper, 
instead of struggling along on a meagre £2.5million 
($A7.5million) a year, should be alongside Michael 
Schumacher who sped to £41 million ($A123million) last 
year as Formula 1 world champion. Even Tiger Woods, 
who chipped in with £37million ($A111 million) as the 
world’s top golfer, is earning a packet compared to one of 
the world’s top footballers. “People are willing to pay top 
dollar for the best, and Beckham belongs in that bracket,” 
McCormack said. 


PLAYERS ATTACKED BY OPPOSITION 


Brazilian football club Palmeiras flew home earlier this 
week threatening action against Indian officials after their 
bid to win a tournament final ended in a brawl. Palmeiras 
were leading 1-0 against local club East Bengal in the final 
of the Indian Football Association tournament in Calcutta 
when on-field violence between players forced play to be 
abandoned. The Brazilians took cover in the dressing room 
as chairs rained from the stands, and refused to play on 
unless players were guaranteed a security cover. 
With organisers unable to decide the fate of the match, the 
Brazilians claimed they had won the tournament and 
purchased a trophy from a local shop to mark their “victory. 
“We would have liked to take home the real trophy, but as 
that is not happening, we are taking a symbolic trophy,” 
Palmeiras spokesman Martin da Silva said. “Eight of our 
players and the launderer received injuries, hit either by the 
opposition or the police.” Local organisers said they were 
unable to give a verdict because “video replays” of the 
match were not available. 


INTERESTING CONTRACT 1 


The position of Bora Milutinovic as China's head coach is 
in doubt following the nation’s firs-ever World Cup finals 
qualification. Milutinovic’s contract with the Chinese 
Football Association (CFA} expires at the end of Asia’s 
World Cup qualifying tournament and speculation has 
been rife in recent weeks that the CFA would replace him 
with a home grown official. The Serb, who has already 
coached four other nations at the World Cup finals, is 
hoping to become the first man to coach at five World Cups 
with five different teams. “My contract with the Chinese FA 
was to take the team to the World Cup, so whether | stay 
or leave is not important,” he said after China's recent 1-0 
win over Oman qualified them for Korea/Japan 2002.

INTERESTING CONTRACT 2 


Some interesting details came to light recently about the 
new contract Dutch star Patrick Kluivert signed with 
FC Barcelona back in July, two months after the 
expiration of his old one. According to the contract, he 
will play for Barcelona until June 30, 2006 and became 
the club's second high-paid player after Rivaldo. He will 
receive 600 million pesetas (about $A3 million) per 
season, excluding bonuses. However, one of the articles 
in the contract says that after two years, the club will 
assess Kluivert’s performance and if its officials are 
dissatisfied with his performance, the Dutchman will have 
to pay the club back 800 million pesetas ($A4 million) 
whereupon he will become a free agent automatically, 


COLEMAN ON WAY BACK 


Fulham skipper Chris Coleman, who feared he would 
never play again after his car accident in January, is 
working every day at the club’s Motspur Park training 
ground again. The 31-year-old Welsh defender, who still 
suffers from nightmares, said: “I have probably had two 
or three dreams in nine months when | am back in my car 
but | wake up each time before | crash it. | wouldn't like 
to say | am jealous of the lads but for that first game at 
Old Trafford, | had to turn the TV off when | saw 
Andy Melville, an old mate from Wales, leading the team 
out. IF | have to walk away, | will be devastated, but | will 
also know | couldn’t have done any more.” And after 
kicking his first ball on the comeback trail Coleman 
said: “| can’t tell you how good it felt. It was the sort of 
day that made me think nothing is going to stop me 
getting back.” 


THE CHANGING FACE OF FOOTBALL 


One of the stars of China's firstever successful 
World Cup qualification campaign, defender Sun Jihai, 
is the target of Italian giants AC Milan and Torino, with 
English sides Everton and Crystal Palace also rumoured 
to be interested. The speedy 24-year-old full back has 
been one of the stand-out success stories of China's 
history-making World Cup campaign. Dalian Shide vice 
chairman Lin Lefeng said his club had also given 
permission for midfielder Li Ming, another international 
stor, to go to Europe and that several clubs were 
interested in him. However Dalian’s 19-year-old 
goalkeeper An Qi, who came into the Chinese side 
mid-campaign after an injury to first choice Jiang Jin, 
was not for sale, according to Lin. “People are 
interested, but he is not available. He is too young. 
Besides, we need a goalkeeper.”
